Why  Plants  Need  Water 

A plant  is  a vegetable  pump,  continually  sucking  water 
from  the  soil  and  delivering  it  to  the  air  in  the  form  of  in- 
visible vapor.  If  the  water  level  in  the  soil  is  too  low  for 
the  roots  to  reach  or  the  supply  too  scanty,  the  leaves  wither 
and  ultimately  die. 

The  amount  of  water  required  depends  upon  the  growth 
of  the  plant  and  the  humidity  of  the  atmosphere. 

Measured  on  a Baltimore  blue  grass  lawn  during  a 
drought  period  of  summer,  it  was  found  that  the  roots  had 
to  draw  water  from  the  soil  at  the  rate  of  about  a half  ounce 
per  hour  for  each  square  foot  in  order  to  keep  the  grass  in 
healthy  condition.
